2, Was the Duke of Marlborough properly re- 
warded for the important Services he had done the 
Empire ? , 

A. The Emperor beftowed upon.him the Prin- 
cipality of Mildenbeim; he brought rich Trophies 
from Bavaria, and confiderable Prefents were made 
him by feveral German Princes. He was honour’d 
at his Return with the Applaufes of both Houfes of 
Parliament; and the Queen gave him Woodjiock Park, 
where at her own Expence, fhe built him the Palace 
of Blenheim, to perpetucte the, Memory of his 
Vi&ory. This Year Sir George Rock, after having 
taken Gibvaliar, engaged the French Fleet, com- 
manded by Count de Toulouse off of Malaga, but the 
Victory remain’d doubtful. 

Q, Were tne Allies equally fuccefsful in all Parts ? 

A. Far from it; for though Axe/and and Holland 
fent Succours to the Portugue/c, they were not able 
tohinder the Spaniards from making fome, Con- 
guefts ; and the French difpoffefs’d the Duke of 
Savoy of feveral ftrong Holds in Jta/y, 

2. What AGions did the Duke of Marlborough 
perform in 1705? 

A. He firitt march’d, at the Head of the bef 





the Enemy’s Country. 


Part of the Confederate Army, towards the Mo/e/te ; 
but whether the Death of the Emperor Leopold re- 
tarded the Preparations of the Germani, or from 
their ufval Dilatorinefs, Prince Lewis of Baden fail’d 
joining the Engii/> General with the Troops, Ar- 
tillery, and other Neceflaries, which the Empire had 
engag’d to furnifh for the Siege of Saar-Lewit; 
the Duke of Marlborough was obliged co return with 
great Precipitation into Flanders. 

Q. Did the French take Advantage of his Abs 
fence ? : : 
A. They recovered Huy and Liege; but whilf 
they were taking Meafures, in order to prevent the 
Duke’s Return into Flanders, he got the Start of 
them, drovethem out of Liege, difpofiefs'’d them ‘of 
Huy, and forc’d them to retreat within their Lines: 

2. What was done in Germany ? 

A. The Duke of Marlboroagh’s Retreat having 
elated the Courage of the French, they recovered 
Treves and Humburgh, and attacked the Camp ‘at 
Leuterburgh ; but the Germans, who defended it, 
having gallantly oppofed the Marhhals de Vil/ars and 
Marfn, uli fuch ‘Time as Prince Jews of Baden 
had drawn together Forces fufficient to reinforce 
them; they fore’d the French from their Lines, dif- 
poffefs’d them of Druffenbeim, Boguenaw; and other 
Pofts ; and the Germans extended their Quartérs into 
2, Wer, 
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9. Were the Allies as fuccefsful in Portugal ? 

A. The Earlof Galway, had fucceeded Duke 
Schomberg in the Command of the Exgl Forces, 
who took at firlt Sa/vaterra and Marvan, and dif- 
poffefs’d the Spaniards of Sarcas, Valencia, Jican- 
fara, and Albuquergue; but fail'd in their main 
Defign, which was the reducing of Badajox, by an 
unhappy Accident, by which Lord Galway loft his 
Right Hand, and was oblig'd to leave the Direction 
of that Siege to Baron Fage/, whom Marfhal De 
Teffe oblig'd to raile it. ; 

9. Did any Thing remarkable happen in other 
Parts ? 

A. The City of Barcelona was reduced, with the 
whole Province of Catalonia, under the Power of 
King Charles 111. This Proje& had been form’d by 
the Prince of Heffe a’ Armfladt ; and though this 
Prince was unfortunately flain in the Attack of Mozr- 
juich, yet the Earl of Peterborough carried it with 
fo much Vigour, that, making himfelf Mafter of 
Barcelona in a few Days, the whole Principality fab- 
mitted to him, and implor'd the Prote¢ction of Queen 
dAnne. 

2, Why did not the French fend immediately a 
ftrong Force to fuccour Catalonia ? 

A. They were attack’d from fo many Quarters, 
that it was impoffible for them to make Head againft 
all. Asthe War in Jta/y exhaufted them both of 
Men and Money, they kept upon the Defenfive in 
all other Parts, and exerted all their Efforts, in order 
to reduce the Duke of Savoy ; but he maintain’d his 
Ground, and the Campaign of 1706 chang’d the 
Face of Affairs entirely. 

2. What were the chief Events thereof ? 

A. France had form’d three grand Projects ; 
whereof the firft was, to ruin King Char/es’s Party 
in Spain; the fecond, to difpoflefs the Allies of their 
Conquefts in Flanders ; and the third, to put an 
End tothe War in Jta/y, by driving Prince Eugene 
back to the Trentin, and forcing the Duke of Sawey 
from his Capital, the only City left him in all his 
Dominions. 

2, Did thefe Proje&s meet with Succefs ? 

4. No; they all mifcarried. Sir Fobx Leake ar- 
riving feafonably to fuccour Barcelona, oblig’d, up- 
on his Approach, Count de Touloufe, who with the 
French Fleet, kept the Town block'd up by Sea, to 
retire; King Philip, and Marthal de Tef?, who were 
carrying on the Siege thereof by Land, were forced 
to raife it the more haftily, as the Earl of Peter- 
borough began to harrafs them with a Body of 
Troops he had juft got together. This Event hap. 
pen’d the 12th of May, N.S. a Day very remarkable 
from a Total Eclipfe of the Sun. 

2. What happen’d in “Flanders ? 

A. The Duke of Marédorough entirely defeated, 
the 23d of May, at Rumelies, the French Army com- 
manded by the Duke of Bavaria andthe Marfhal 
de Villeroy ; which Viftory was followed by a general

Liere, Bruffels, Antwerp, Ghent and Brug 
ing their Gates to the victorious Army. 

2, What were the Events of the War in Italy ? 

A. Prince Eugene having remov’'d the {everal Ob. 
flacles laid in his Way, and by ‘one of the mog 
memorable Marches ever known, having joined the 
Duke of Savoy, thefe two Princes attack’d, in their 
very Trenches, the French Army commanded by the 
Duke of O-teans, and the Marthal de Mai fn, and 
totally routedthem. ‘This Event, which happened 
the 7th of September, N.S. was immediately fo}. 
lowed with the relieving of Turin, which havin 
fuftain’d a Siege of four Months, was reduc’d to the 
utmoft Extremities ; and fome Time after, With the 
Expulfion of the Frexch out of Italy; upon which 
a Treaty was concluded at Milan, by which all the 
firong Holds poffefs’d in Lombaray, in King Philip's 
Name, were evacuated. 

2. What became of this Prince after the fatal 
Blow he received at Barcelona ? 

4. The Marquis de Jas Minas and the Earl of 
Galway, who commanded the Confederate Army, 
after having reduced 4/cantara, Placentia, and fome 
other Towns, march’d immediately to Madrid, which 
June 24th acknowledged King Carles III. But 
this Prince, inftead of going thither, to join them 
with the fame Difpatch, went to pay his Devotions 
very unfeafonably at Notre Dame de Montferrat, and 
afterwards madea needlefs Vifit to the City of Sa- 
ragoffa; while, on the other Side, the Earl of Pe- 
terborough amus'd himfelf in the Kingdom of /a- 
Jencia, Thus neither of them join’d the Portugue/e 
Army, till after it had, for a long Time, fpent irfelf 
to no Purpofe, in the Neighbourhood of Madrid, 
and the Camp of Guadalaxara, and they had thus 
given King P4é:/ip Time to return into Spain, at the 
Head of a fuperior Army, which oblig’d the Allies 
to retire with great Precipitation into Valencia. 
This Year is likewife memorable for the Union of 
the two Kingdoms of England and Scotland, con- 
cluded Fu/y 23. 

2. What were the remarkable Incidents in 1707? 

A. The French made greater Efforts to recover 
their ‘Loffes, than the Allies did to improve their 
Vidtories. In Spain, the Earl of Galway, having 
unfeafonably attacked at A/manza, the 25th of 
April, the Spanifo Army, much fuperior to his own, 
and commanded by the Duke of Berawick, he was 
entirely defeated, and forced, with the fhatter’d 
Remains ef his Army, to abandon the Kingdom of 
Valencia, and to retire into Catalonia. This Vic- 
tory enabled the Spaniards to difpoffefs the Portu- 
guefe of Serpa and Moura, and to take afterwards 
Ciudad Rodrigo, while the Duke of Orleans befieg’d 
the City of Lerida with Succefs. . On the other 
Hand, Marfhal Vi//ars having forc’d the Lines of 
the Germans at Biehl and Stolboffen, and exatled 
heavy Contributions from the Dutchy of Wirtembergs

gaint bim, and, William Humbies, and Charles Young, 
orherwife Lee, otherwife Red-Beard, for the Murder of 
Ruch Osborne, at a certain’ Piace; cali’d W iliton-Green, 
in the Parith ot Tring, in the County of Hertford. 

His Behaviour, during his Condemnhatioh) was’ very 
compofed, and he frequently wepr when he reflected 
the deplorable Circumiétances he had ‘brotehe himfelf 
into.

appeared on the Evidence, and how far it affected 
each of the Parties indi&ted, with this Obfervation, 
that tho’ Proofs were not fo plain or home againft 
Nixon, as againtt the other Defendants, yet it ap- 
peared to his Lordfhip, that he was concerned in 
that Confpiracy from the Beginning. Whereupon 
the Jury confulted together; and being agreed in 
their Verdiét, they found them all Four guilty of 
the Indictment. | 


Having now given our Reaper this remarkable 
TRIAL, we now proceed in the Narration of fome 
other Crimes more wicked than has appeared in the 
Courfe of the Trial, being fuch Things as could not 
be brought out by the Evidence; as Patterfon, to 
whom they chiefly related, was not try’d, he having 
made his Efcape out of Caftody. | 

lt will be proper to obferve here, that Walter 
Patterfon, who was the firft Advifer, with Patrick 
Cain, in this wicked Scene, finding that Mr. Walpole 
ftood out, and would not come down, as he termed 
it, he communicated a Scheme he then had juft freth 
in his fruitful Brain for Villany, to one William 
Smith, fince executed at Tyburn for Forgery. 

Patterfon informs Mr. Smith, chat he had got a 
Scheme to propofe, by which. he and Patterfon 
might get fome. Money out of Mr. Walpole, but 
that it muft be executed by Smith, as Mr, Walpole 
knew him. Smith defiring him to explain ; he pro- 
pofed, that they fhould get a Bond, and fill it. up, 
payable to one George Sandy's, from Walter Pat- 
terfon, for 150/. and. put any fictitious Names as 
{ubfcribing . Witnefies thereto ; that then Smith 
fhould go to Mr. Walpole, and inveigh againf 
Patterfon, as being a forry Fellow, and that he 
owed him 150/. and if Mr. Walpole would give 
Mr. Smith a Sum of Money for the Bond, he fhould 
aflign it over to Mr. Walpole, and then he might 
put the fame in Suit againft Mr, Patterfon. 

This was no fooner propofed to Smith, than a 
proved of, and the Bond was immediately made ; 
and according to Patterfon’s Direétions, was dated 
three Months before he came from Ireland, 

The sth of. June, Smith fets. out in a oné-Horfe 
Chair, for Mr. Walpole’s Country-Houfe, at Frog- 


more, near Windfor. It happened to be a Day thar 
Mr, Walpole’s Servants were all out, except his own 
Man that attended on him. Smith alighted from 
his Chair near Mr. Walpole’s Houfe, and went to 
the Door, and enquired if Mr. Walpole was at Home; 
the Servant informing him that he was, Smith de- 
fired to fpeak with him. Mr. Walpole, not wil- 
ling to admit a Stranger into his Company alone, as 
the wicked Confpiracy of Cather and his Gang was 
on Foot, fent out to know his Bufinefs, when Smith 
fent him in Word, that it was a Matter of Moment 
which nearly related to Mr. Walpole ; whereupon 
Mr. Walpole ordered his Servant to let him 
come‘in, and told him to flay in the Room. As 
foon as Mr. Smith was admitted, he told Mr. 
Walpole, that he was informed, that there was a 
moft dangerous and wicked Profecution then car- 
rying on againft him, and that one Walter Pat, 
terfon owed him 150/. befides Intereft, on a Bond ; 
which, if Mr. Walpole pleafed, he would affiga 
over, on Condition Mr. Walpole would let him have 
a Sum of Money, as he had at prefent a prefling 
Occafion. And alfo added, that as Patterion was 
but poor, if Mr. Walpole put the Bond in Suit 
againft Patterfon, it would inevitably difable Patter- 
fon from profecuting the Caufe of Cather, or at leat 
of being able to get Bail for fo large a Sum, and 
therefore he muft lie in Goal, 

Mr. Walpole, on hearing this, imagining it fome 
Trick, and that this Fellow was one of the Villains 
concerned in Cather’s Confpiracy, immediately col- 
ler’d him, and ordered his Man to lock them both 
up in the Houfe, and call a Conflable. Such Re- 
folution might have bad fatal Effects; for it is reafona- 
ble to imagine, a Man who came upon fo defperate 
an Affair might have had Fire-Arms concealed ; but 
happily for Mr. Walpole he had no Weapon but a 
Whip, which was very heavy in the Handle, with 
which he endeavoured to knock Mr. Walpole down ; 
however, Mr. Walpole got hold of a ae Stick 
that ftood in the Entry, and fell’d Smith down; and 
he getting up again, was running to his Chair, but 
Mr. Walpole fell’d him a fecond Time, and then Mr, 
Walpole’s Servant and Affiftance came, and he was 
fecured, and carried before the Mayor of Windior. 

On his Examination, being afked what he was, 
he faid a Gentleman, and that his Name was George 
Sandys; (the Bond being in that Name) and that he 
lived with his Father, Richard Sandys, Efg; at An- 
dover, in Hamphhire. He was then afked who lived 
in the Town of Andover? He made Excufe that he 
did not particularly know ; and being afk'd whether 
it was a Corporation or not, and if it fent any Mem- 
bers to Parliament, and if it did, who they were, 
and many other fuch interefling Queftions ? To all 
whieh he could give no fatisfacto:y Anfwer, upon 
which he was ordered to be detained in Cuttody 


till an Enquiry could be made for @ further xe 
amination. |

It was foon known that there wasno fuch Per- 
fon as Richard Sandys, Efq; at Andover, nor any 
fuch as one George Sandys, either there, or in that 
Country, and then he was committed to Reading 
Goal, for publifhing a forged Bond, in order to ex- 
tort Money frown Mr. Walpole. Byigas 

Mr. Smith, being foon after his Commitment 
charged with another Forgery, he was removed by 
Habeas Corpus to London, where he made his Exit 
july at Tybura. 

Put now to. return to Patterfon. .Mr. Walpole 
coming to London, and informing Mr. Worfdale, 
and the other Perfons who were: concerned for him 
in fifting into the Bottom gf the Confpiracy, Mr. 
Worfdale, jwho then went under the Denomination 
of Countcilor Johrfon, and who was, as has already 
appeared on the ‘I'rial, acquainted with Patterfon) 
coes forthwith to Patterfon, under Pretenceof con- 

ulting how to prepare for carrying on Cather’s Pro- 

fecution againit Mr. Walpole; when, as foon as 
Patterfon {aw him, he told the fuppofed Counfellor, 
that an unhappy Acident had happened, which he 
was afraid would fruftrate all their Scheme.. Upon 
this, Mr, Worfdale began to fwear, and fay, that if 
they went on without confulting him in every Thing, 
he would have nothing to do farther in the Affair ; 
but Patterfon begged of him to be patient, and pro- 
mifed he would for the Future, not flir one Step with- 
out his Affiftance and Advice. 

Mr, Worfdale then feeming a little pacified, afked 
him what Milfchance it was that had happened ; when 
he, Patrerfon, informed him of the Affair of Mr. 
Smith, and the forged Bond, in the Manner as is 
before related. Then Mr. Worldale afking him what 
he intended, or expected from the Bond? Why fays 
Patterfon, the Bond was dated three Months before I 
came to England, and there was no fuch Perfon as 
George Sandys, to whom it was made payable, at 
the Place Smith was to fay he liv’d ; nor any fuch 
Perfon to be found as were the fubfcribing Witnefies ; 
therefore, if Mr. Walpole had fwallowed the Bait, 
and brought an A@tion againft me for the Bond, I 
fhoutd have proved by undoubted Witnefles, that I 
was in Ireland when the Bond was dated, and that 
it was not my Hand-writing ; and he, not being able 
to produce the Perfon he had the Bond from, Smith 
being to have gone Abroad in a few Days after, I 
fhould havé had’ my Advantage upon him for pub- 
lifhing a forged Bohd; by which Means he muft kave 
come down to,mé to have flified the Affair, left the 
World fhould think him guilty of bkoth “Crimes. 

Mr‘ Worfdale, after hearing this, adjourned, and 
appointed another Meeting, to confult what fhould 
be done to extricate Smith out of his Confinement ; 
then went to Mr.! Walpole and told him how the 
villainous Scheme was laid; on which they applied 


to Juftice Fielding, who granted a Warrant againit’ 


Patterfon, on the Oaths of Mr. John Sherwood, and 
Mr, James Worldale, and on the 14th of the fame

mitted thither by H. Fielding, Efg; one of his Ma- 
jefty’s Juftices of the Peace for the fai@ County, on 
the Oaths of John Sherwood and James Worildale, 
for being'a Rogue and Vagabond, ufing a ceftain 
fubtle Craft to deceive and impofe upon one of his 
Majetty’s Subjects, ro ait. Edward Walpole, Efg; 
and cunningly devifing to charge him with having 
committed the Crime of Forgery. ' Now upon hear- 
ing what was alledged by Courieil fofithe faid Ed- 
ward Walpole, Efg; (the faid’ Walter Patterfon be- 
ing now prefent in Court)it was alledged that the 
faid Walter Patterfon- was, and isa very wicked and 
infamons Perfon; and had not only accufed the faid 
Edward Walpole of having attempted to commit a 
deteftable Crime not fit to be named amongft Chrifti- 
ans, Of which the faid Edward Walpole was oy a 
Jury of the Country acquitted, but had alfo a De- 
fign to charge him with thé felonious Crime of For- 
gery, in order to take away his Life. ‘And it was 
farther alledged, and appeareth to this Court, by 
the Examination of the faid Walter Patterfon, taken 
upon his Oath, that he was born at the Parifh of 
Kilmacranin, in. the’ County of Donnegal, in the 
Kingdom of Ireland, and that he hath ‘not obtained 
any legal Settlement in England; and that upon the 
Examinations of feveral other Perfons upon Oath, 
this Court is of Opinion, that the faid Waker Pat-

what may offend them, or excite their Diffidence, 
that they may diligently avoid it. He will look at- 
tentively, into their Defires and Inclinations that we 
may difcern what is fic or unfit to grant them, left 
he fiould by a foolifh Complaifance have any Hand 
in encouraging Evils, which ought to be hinder'd by 
his frm Oppofition to them. He, above all Things, 
applies himfelf to know by what Means Men of 
various Characters and Intereft may be united in the 
fame Way of thinking ; by what Methods of Infi- 
nuation he may penetrate into their Hearts; by 
what Remedies he may cure their Prejudices ; by 
what Degrees he may gain their Confidence ; and 
by what Symptoms it may be difcover’d, whether he 
is Maiter enough to be able to eftablifh all the Good 
he fees neceflary ; which ought to be the End of all 
the Projects and Schemes of a good King. 

But what renders the Knowledge of Mankind fill 
more neceflary, is the Intereft he himfelf hath inthe 
Matter ; for he cannot avoid having to do with ma- 
ny Perfons, dividing his Authority with them, and 
admitting them into his Counfels and Confidence. 
And itis of the laft Moment for him to know thofe 
thoroughly he trufts, and to whom he delegates 
a Part of his Power; for if he is deceived in his 
Choice, he muft be deceived in all they do. His 
good Intentions will be of no Avail; abortive and 
unfuccelsful. In vain will he ftrive to know the 
Truth. He will always remain ignorant of it, and 
of the true State of his Kingdom ; of real Merit, 
and of what deferves his Favour and Reward, He 
can be but a nominal King, and in Reality but a 
Dupe. His Power will only ferve to render him 
odious, and will belong to his Minifters alone. 

Therefore to avoid io great Danger, a Prince muft 
never be content with outward fuperficial Appear- 
ances, The Love he bears to his People will make 
him timorous and fufpicious. It is to avoid an Er- 
ror by which the whole Kingdom muft fuffer, and 
for which God has threatened to call him to a firiét 
Account, if he does not take all prudent Meafures 
to maintain Truth and Virtue, and to avoid all 
Falfhood, Vice, and Impoftures. And in order to 


' obiain this Knowledge, he mutt ask it of God, with 


an humble and fincere Heart in Solomon’s Praver, 
faying; ‘ And now O Lord my God, thou haft 
made thy Servant a King—Give me an underitand- 
ing Heartto judge the People, that I may difcern 
good fre®m bad.—-And in that other Prayer which 
Caught to ferve for a Pastern of Prayer to all Princes, 
recorded in the Book of “Vifdom :— ‘ O God of 
my Fathers, and Lord of Mercy, who hat made 
all Things with thy Word, and ordained Man thro’ 
¢ B 


thy Wifdom, that he fhould have Dominion over 
the Creatures, which thou hatt made, and order tie 
World according to Equity and Righreoulnels, and 
execute Judgment with an upright Heart. Give 
me Wildom that fitteth by thy ‘Throne, and reject 
me not from among thy Children; for I thy Ser- 
vant, and Son of thy Handmaid, am a feeble Per. 
fon, and of a fhort Time, and too youhg for the 
underftanding of Judgment and Laws. For though 
a Man be never fo perfect among the Children of 
Men ; yet if thy Wifdom be not with hiss, he thall 
be nothing regarded. Thou hait chofen me to be a 
King of thy People, and a Judge of thy Sons and 
thy Daughters.—Wifdom was with thee, which 
knows thy Works, and was prefent when thou 
madeft the World, and knew what is acceptable in 
thy Sight, and right in thy Commandments. O 
fend her out of thy Holy Heavens, and from thy 
Throne of Glory; that being prefent, the may 
labour with me, that 1 may know what is pleatin 
unto thee ; for the knoweth and underftandeth ai! 
Things ; and fhe fhall lead me foberly in my Do- 
ings, and preferve me by her Power. So thall my 
Works be acceptable ; and then fhall I judge thy 
People righteoufly, and be worthy to fit in thy 
Father’s Seat.’ | 

In this Prayer it is clearly averred, that no Pru- 
dence, no Experience, no Labour can enable a 
Prince to govern his Subjects well, if he is not him- 
felf conducted by theeternal Wifdom. Therefore 
the moft fure Way to gain a true Knowledge of 
Men, is to becomea willing Is‘ciple to that eternal 
Wifdom ; to prefer her before scepcers and Thrones, 
Silver, Gold, and precious Stones ; to love hera- 
bove Health and Beauty, and to chufe her initead 
of Light; becaufe all good Things come together 
with her; fhe. carries innumerable Riches in her 
Hands ; fhe confers Health and Strength, and her 
Light never goes out. So that it would be far bet- 
ter never to fit upon a Throne, than to mount it 
without her. But the Prince who is inftructed by 
this Wifdom, has his Heart exlarged, a Capacity to 
comprehend, as it were at one View, all that. is 
ufeful to Men; all that is conducive to publick 
Good ; all that is wrapped up in the complicated 
Folds of the human Heart; and whatever is the 
Obje&t of a good and well difpofed Prince's Heart 
and Thoughts. 

However, it is not enough for a Prince to ask 
Wifdom of God; be muft alfo ufe other Means of 
inilructing himfelf in what Men are, and what 
they expect from their Prince. For it is Wiidom 
that inclines the Prince to take proper Methods of 
acquiring Light into thete Subjeéts, and of render- 
ing his Mind more clear and penetrating, And-no- 
thing is oppofite to produce this Effect than the fe- 
rious Study of Morgility, which ought w be as it 
were the Bafis of a King’s Knowledge, it tcach- 
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eth him what Man is, his Origin; what he was 
in his firft State, and what he is become by his 
Degeneracy ; what remains in him of his orignal 
Greatnefs; what Ufe may be made of the Qualities 
he ftill retains for the publick Good of Society ; 
what Precautions muft be taken for the Reforma- 
tion of Mankind; by what Remcdies they may be 
eured; by what Degrees Virtue, the Health ot the 
Mind, is ‘reftored, and by what Means 1t Is ren- 
dered firm and permanent. Princes, who are fo 
happy as to find good Inftruéiion in this Science, 
make an infinite Progrefs in the Knowledge of Men; 
they can trace the Motives of Actions to their full 
Principles ; they can dive i,to their Intentions with 
as much Certainty almoft, as they were called to be 
their Counfellors; know how to manage their 
Tempers with wonderfal Dexterity ; conduct them 
more eafily by their Inclinations than any other 
Means ; know what ought to be refufed to them, 
and what is innocent, and prepare them by lefier 
Virtues for fuch as are more noble and elevated. 

In the next Place, Wifdom direéts him to the fe- 

cond Part of moral Science, which is the Know- 
ledge of himfelf, to ftudy the Movements of his 
own Heart; and thereby to learn what is capable 
of moving and influencing others. Hence he will 
perceive that Happinefs is the Objeé of all Men’s 
Defires ; that it is for the Attainment of this End 
they unite in Societies, affift each other, and fubmit 
to a fupreme Power, asa proper Means to procure 
it forthem, and to defend them init. Thefe Re- 
fleétions will lead hire to confider what he himfelf 
defires in order to his own Happinefs ; to difcern 
what is juftand reafonable in thofe Defires, and 
what is not ; what is poffible to be attain’d in this 
Life, and what is referved to a future State. And 
then, by difcerning what is natural to himfelf,he con- 
cludes it will be fo to all his Subje&ts, And by put- 
xing himfelf in the Place and Situation of others, 
he becomes fenfible of their Wants, and more hu- 
man, compaflionate, and tender towards thofe that 
arein Diftrefs. And he fees what a fingle Word 
can do, when ‘cafonably employed; an obliging 
Manner ; a Reafon mix’d with Command ; a Fa- 
vour accompanied with an Encomium ; a Denial 
fottened by human unkindly Expreflions. For by 
defcending from his Throne into his own Heart, and 
putting himfelf in the Place of his Subjeéts, he clear. 
dy diftinguifhes what he ie ° defire to be done to 
him. 

Next co this I would recommend to a Prince an 
accurate Attention to all he fees and hears, and to 
make due Refle€tions upon all. For it is Truth a- 
jone that is equal and uniform; fteady and perma- 
ment. Virtue has but one Face ; true Merit has no 
Jatereft but in being what it is; bat all Affe&iation 
er Artifice to refemble it is too reftlefs to maitain

and in fhifting they bewray themfelves, Therefore 
a Prince has nothing to do but to keep his Eyes of. 
ways open, and to remember what he has oblery'd 
in order to know perfeétly them thet are about 
him. 

To daily Experience a Prince ought to add that 
of all Ages, and to learn from Hiftory what Men 
now are. Here he will find the CharaSters of Men 
in every Station, Princesand-Subjects, and ditcover 
the Motwes, Interefis, and Means they employed to 
gain their Ends; and have an Opportunity to 
compare their oppofite Inclinations, their mutual 
Faults, and their Miitakes ; and by the good and 
bad of former Reigns be inftruéted in. the Know- 
ledge of what Men are, and what their Rulers 
ought to be, and eflablifh his Throne in Righteouf- 
nefs. 

But all thefe Advices will be to no Purpofe, if he 
refufes to hear what the Scripture direéts: ‘Be not 
Wife in thine own Eyes, fear the Lord, and depart 
from Evil, and’ lean not to thine own Underftand- 
ing. He that isinftruéted by Wifdom will be ad- 
vifed ; but a Fool thinks he cando nothing amifs, 
Wifdom dwelleth with Prudence, andis to be found 
in the Counfels of the Underftanding.’ 

Befides, it is the Part of a good Governor to be 
Benificent and Liberal ; to oblige every one in the 
beft Manner he is able. By this he will intereft all 
his Subjeéts in the Support of his Dignity and 
Grandeur. He muft alfo be invincible by any 
Thing but Juftice and Reafon. In his Intrepidity is 
the State’s greateft Security. For fhall a timid, 
cowardly Prince, that is always fall of Doubts and 
Fears, whom every Danger difconcerts and con- 
founds, be able to project and enterprize what is re- 
guifite for the publick Good ; to reform Abufes, and 
to fupprefs Injuftice ; to reduce into Order every 
Thing that difturbs it; and to humble into Submif- 
fion to his Authority ail Pride and Difobedience ? 


The Proceedings of the Britifh Parliament, cou

. On the 6th, the Honourable Alexander Murray, 
being allowed Council, was called to the Bar, and 
heard againit the Charge of the High Bailiff. But 
it appearing tpon Evidence, that he, in a menacing 
and infulting Manner, attended by a Mob to the 
Houfe of Mr. Baldwin, the Deputy High. Bailiff, 
declared, that he, and a Thoufand more had iwora, 
that the High-Bailiff fhould make his Return in the 
Middle of Covent-Garden; that, immediately after 
the faid Return was made, the faid Alexander 
Murray did appear at the Head of a Mob, near the 
Place where the Return was made; and, while the 
Returning Officer was in the Vefiry, did then utter 
Words, exciting and inflaming the faid Mob to af- 
fault and murder the Returning Officer; and that 
afterwards, as the Returning Officer was going away, 
the {aid Alexander Murray, perfevering in his wicked 
Purpofes, did, at the Head of the iaid Mob, in- 
cite them to Aéts of Violence, faying, with Impre- 
cations, Will Nobody knock the Dog down? Will No- 
body kill the Dog? It was refolved he fhould be 
committed to Newgate, on a Divifion of 169 a- 
gainft 52; and ordered to receive his Sentence at the 
Bar of the Houfe upon his Knees, on a Divifion of 
163 againft 40. And the faid Alexander Murray, 
in an infolent and audacious Manner, abjolutely re- 
fufing to be upon his Knees, as required, it was 
farther refolved, that he was thereby Guilty of a 
high and moft dangerous Contempt of the Autho- 
rity and Privilege of this Houfe ; that he fhould be 
committed clofe Prifoner to Newgate, and not al- 
lowed Pen, Ink, nor Paper; and that no Perfon 
thould be admitted to have Accefs to him without 
Leave of this Houfe. 

On the 8th, it was refolved to continue the Du-

inflames them with Rage and Barbarity, and occa- 
fions frequent Robberies and Murders in the Streets 
and Avenues of this Metropolis; and what is yet 
a more aftecting Circumftance, the Petitioners have 
the greateft Reafon to apprehend, that it muft una- 

toidably tend to prevent a Supply of a moft ufeful 
Ciafs of his Majetty’s Subjects, and thereby threaten 
Detiruétion to the ‘Trade, Navigation, and Power of 
this Kingdom; and praying the Houfe to apply fuch 
Remedy, as to them fhould feem meet.

And 
that no Special Juryman fhall be allowed, or take 
for ferving on foch Jury, ma-e than the Judge before 
whom the Canfe is tried fhall think jut and reaion- 
able, and that not to exceed the Sum of il. 15. ex- 
cept in Caufes wherein a View is directed. 

it alfo enaéts, that every Venire Facias, for the 
Trial of any Hiue in any Action or Information up- 
on any Persial Statute, fhall be awarded-of the Body 
of the proper County where {uch lilve is triable ; 
and that no Caallenye fhall henceforth be taken co 
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any Pannel of Jurors, for want of a Knight's be. 
ing returned in a Pannel, in Trials where a Peer of 
Lord of Parliamentisa Party, nor any Array quathed 
by reafon of any fuch Challenge taken. 

And it farther enacteth, That, from and after th. 
firft Day of Eafter-Term 1751, it thall and may be 
lawful for the Chief Juftices, and the Chief Baron 
of the Exchequer, and in their Abfence for any 
other Judge or Baron, as Juftices of Nifi Prius for th- 
County of Middlefex, at any Time or Times within 
the Space of 14 Days, and the End of any ‘Term re. 
{fpectively, to try ali fuch [flues as they, or any of 
them, are impowered by an Act of the 18th of Q, 
Elizabeth, intitled, an A&t for Trial of Nifi Prius in 
the County of Middlefex; and by another Ad of 
12 George I. intitled, an At for the better regu- 
lating Trials by Nifi Prius in the County of Mid- 
dlefex.

altogether immaterial to my prefent Defign, I thall 
pai +t mylelf to the prevailing Folly and Vice of 
the preient Day, fo ardently purfued by the Briti’é 
Ladies at Routs, Drums, Maiquerades and Afiem- 
blies; all tending to the Abolition of conaubia, 
Happinefs, the Mifery of every indulgent-Husbandl 
and the Deftruction of whole Families. 

Gaming, as it is now encouraged, is productive 
of every Calamity that can involve Ladies into 
thofe inextricable Snares, which are perpetually 
ambufhed for the Captivity of Virtue; and when 
that is gone, farewel Pleafure, farewel Joy ; Con- 
tent is fled, Tranquility is banifhed. What an 
unamiable Sight it is to be a Spectator at a Gaming- 
‘Table, furrounded by Ladies of Quality, in Com- 
pany with Profligates and Sharpers! where the 
Smile of Beauty is walted upon an inanimate Card, 
or diftorted into all the hideous Features of a Fury. 
When the Decifion of a Stake of four or five 
Hundred Guineas is dependant upon a fingle Card ; 
furely it muft be attended with the utmot& Anxiety. 
If the Event is fortunate, it is only the Parent of 
Extravagance ; but if unfuccefsfulg the Mother of 
Neceflicy. 

I am acquainted in a very illuftrious Family, where 
the Lady of the Houfe has loft more in Gaming 
in lefs than a Week, than would have maintained a 
Coach and Six for a Twelvemonth. As 1 had the 
Honour.to attend this Lady in my maternal Capa- 
city, I frequently found her out of Humour, and 
generally in a difconfolate Difpofition ; though, per- 
haps the fame Day, F have feen her paying a Vifit 
to my Lady Whiji-away, with all the Rapwures of. 
inexpreflible Joy and Jollity. I thought this Vari- 
ation of Temper very extraordinary, and begar to 
entertain fome fhrewd Sufpicions tending to the Im- 
peachment of her Virtue; but on reflecting that her 
Hufband had every amiable Quality that could charm 
her Sex, or dignify hisown, my Sufpicions vanithed ; 
and [ was foon after convinced of the Reality of
